<">f all the so called "dead cities" of 


the Xuider Zee. Enkhuizen ha= most 
i-oiuplptply lost her former prosperity. 
Hue who wanders about her silent and 
empty streets ran impossibly realize 
that this shrunken and depopulated 
i-ity was once one of the wealthiest and 
most important in Holland.
